Much Rye Makes 20 to 30 
Bushels an Acre — Rust 


Does Wheat Little Harm 


The first authentic report of 


wheat threshed on the Missouri 
Slope came from the Slope Grain 
and Feed Company In Mandan to- 
day. 
Wheat 
threshed 
on 
the 


farm of Frank and Ed MickeKon, 
12 miles sonth of Mandun, tested 
60 pounds to the bushel, being 
graded No. 1 Marquis. It was es- 
timated the 119 acres the Michel- 
son brothers had planted would 
yield 18 to 20 bushels an ficre. 
The wheat brought better than 
(1.30 per bushel. A high quality 
of wheat is indicated throughout 


the Missouri Slope, by the test. 


Dickinson, N. D., Aug. 19.—Wheat 


harvest is now general in Sturk^coun- 
ty, and will be complete 
within, a 


week, although' a, trifle late. 
Kyi 


and barley harvests are 
complete, 


while oats ore ripening rapidly, and 
flax crops promise an unusual yield. 
Tb'reshing of rye was begun by sev- 
eral farmers last week. 


A thirty acre farm on the Jessen 


farm a mile west of here yielded an 
average of 12 1-2 bushels per acie, 
and was of excellent quality. 
The 


yield would have been heavier had 
it not been for a hail loss estimated 
ill 30 per cent, it was reported. Rust 
which has threatened Stark county 
wheat fields for the past two weeks, 
baa done only a small 
amount of 


damage, according to Leroy Moomaw, 
superintendent of the Dickinson ex- 
periment station.

off as late as it has for several years. 


SEE BIG YIELDS

erable red rust is found in the gram 
here, now being harvested, but little 
black rust. .Little damage seems to 
have been done, and the kernels are 
plump and large. 


Predictions are that much of the 


rye will yield 30 bushels and oats 
80 bushels, to the acre. No rye has 
yet been threshed here. 
The corn 


will be good if rain falls soon, and 
if the frosts do not come too boon. 


WHEAT ESTIMATES 


Washburn, Aug. 19.—Practically all 


the rye and oats in .NfcLcan county 
have been cut, while the wheat har- 
vest is at its height.

phone that Russell, recently return- 
ed from a vacation trip, had.found 
On his veranda a package containing, 
home-made drop cakes, which then 
submitted to a Minneapolis chemist, 
rcveuled large quantities of murder- 
ous poisei

being 
graded No. 1 Marquis. It was es­ 
tim ated the 119 acres the Mickel- 
son brothers had planted urould 
yield 18 to 20 bushels an >pcre. 
The wheat brought better than 
$1.30 per bushel. A high quality 
of wheat is indicated throughout 
the Missouri Slope, by the test. 


Dickinson, N. D.,

Rye

The heart of a man has not capacity enough to feel as 
doe.s a mother at the grave of her son. 
It is not sufficient to tell the woman that before her, 
under the sod, lies only a skeleton. 
The picture of her boy 
is there. 
She sees him as he marched away to the tap of the drum, 
with his bayonet glistening in the rays of the sun, with a 
brave smile on his young face. 
'Way back in the years gone by, he was her baby, her 
care, her delight, part of her body, perhaps almost all of 
her life. 
. 
His first pair of .soft shoes, the train of broken toy cars, 
the worn first reader, the photo of a lad looking awkward ip 
long pants, in her bureau drawer, all these mementos are not 
more sacred than this mound under which he is laid to return 
to dust, and there is no philosophy, no religious belief that 
can take from her the feeling that here, under the grass, by 
the white cross bearing his name and company number, once 
again is her \h y all hers, though she may only tell him so 
with tears and a few poor flowers. 
They list her boy as a hero, to be sure. He died for his 
country. A glorious death. Yes. But the dead are dead and 
gone. 
Men who order war, the supreme misery of war to a 
mother is not the sudden shock to her of fatal news from 
the battlefield, but the living of the long years through with­ 
out her boy. 
Probably not two in a hundred readers noticed that, in 
the midst of the scandals, hot lobbying and pulling and push­ 
ing of politics in the late Congress, a New Yprk Congress­ 
man introduced a measure to send over 7000 war mothers 
to Europe, at government expen.se, that they might stand 
at the graves of their lost boys. 
About .$450 per mother for just sheer sentiment, said 
some of the honorable repre.sentatives. 
Other matters of 
more pressing importance, .said Congress, and busied itself 
about millions for Goose Creek dredging, defending the 
üiriff on dye stuffs, committee junkets, setting up of pins 
in the presidential campaign and similar matters, and so 
the measure for the comforting of sonless war mothers was 
lost in the great shuffle. 
' 
But it mu.st be revived in the December .session. 
There is too almighty little of honest, plain, unadulter­ 
ated mother’s sentiment in government and in the begin­ 
nings and endings of wars. 
We must show all the peoples 
of the world that we know the awful cost of war in every 
particular. 
We must have in the mites of rows of vvhite crosses in

as good care of their bodies as 
they do of their autos or radios? 
And yet the human body, a thousand times more delicate 
than the auto, radio or any other machine, is given very 
little attention. 
Its fuel 
(food) is fed to it haphazardly, 
with little of the care we bestow in buying gas for the auto 
or batteries or tubes for the radio. 
The owner, careful not to put too much “juice” on the 
filaments of the radio tubes or too heavy a task on his auto, 
repeatedly throws too much strain on his body—especially 
its nerves, stomach and heart. 


The noted surgeon, Dr. Charles H. Mayo, probably hád 
all this in mind when he said recently that civilization can 
end “mass diseases” (such as yeUow fever), but individual 
ailments 
(such as cancer and *nervoiis indigestion) are 
gaining. 
Diet and proper exercise — neglect of these are the bigr 
enemies' of health, Dr. Mayo emphasizes. 
“Continuous over-eating is the bane of our modern exist­ 
ence.” 
Not only over-eating, but eating the wrong combinations 
of foods . . . Putting molasses in the gasoline tank and sand 
in the gears.

One trouble with most people is that they want to buy 
good health and long life in pill or bottle form. That’s why 
the monkey gland experimenters caught popular fancy. 
'T^ey held forth the promise of health and longevity without 
individual effort in the matter of food and exercise.

This bottle-and-pHl fetish is further illustrated in the 
annual drug; bill of our country — 500 million dollars, 300 
millions of which are spent on so-called patent medicines. 
Thirty y§ars ago only 2699 iru g items were on the market. 
Today the figuré is over 45,000.

Other matters of 
more pressing importance, said Congress, and busied itself 
about millions for Goose Creek dredging, defending the 
tariff on dye stuffs, committee junkets, setting up of pins 
in the presidential campaign and similar matters, and so 
the measure for the comforting of sonless war mothers was 
lost in the great shuffle. 


But it must be revived in the December session.

ated mother's sentiment in government and in the begin- 
nings and endings of wars. 
We must show all the peoples 


of the world that we know the awful cost of war in every 
particular.

Redblrd Cot It* Name 


From Church Dignitary 


At flwt thought It Is difficult to 


tee the relationship between the 
xraimon redblrd. or rardlnal, and 
the hinges of the frtmt door. 
The 


explanation la simple enough, bow- 
ever, when the words are traced to 
their source. 3he redblrd was orig- 
inally called a cardinal because bis 
plumage bore th^ coloring of the 
bat and cassock \t a cardinal of 
ttie Roman Catholic church. 
The 


use of the word "cardinal," as de- 
noting a dignitary of the church, 
came about through the poetic 
fancy of an earty pone, who spoke 
of the cardinals as "the binges by 
which all thlnga moved" In connec- 
tion with church government. In 
the Latin language, "cardo, eardln- 
IB," la the equivalent of the Eng- 
lish "hinge.1.1 
For this reason the 


dignitary was called H cardinal, aa 
signifying bis function as one of 
the "hinges" of the church. From 
this early usage "cardinal'1 came "to 
be applied to anything of prime Im- 
portance, Including the 
cardinal 


numbers, the' cardinal points of the 
compass and the cardinal virtues. 
The use of the word as applying to 
a color came about from the fact 
that the cotor was the striking fta- 
t«re of the dress of a cardinal. This 
explains the use of the word in 
earning the redblrd..

No one knows when the Lapps 


cam* Into Sweden, but for cen- 
turies this queer little people, n 
branch of the Mongol tribe, have 
wandered 
about 
the 
mountains 


with their reindeer, living a more 
or less nomadic life and holding 
their own In population although 
not Increasing In any number. 


During 
the 
summer 
months, 


when the reindeer are on the move, 
the Lapp contents himself with a 
birch bark pole tent covered with 
canvas or turf, so that It may read- 
ily be moved from place to place. 
Some of the homes have modern 
comforts, but as a rule Hie Lapp 
contents himiylf with very little, 
says the Baltimore Sun. 


In autumn the young reindeer 


a>« marked on the ear with their 
owner's name. 
At this time there 


I Is a gathering of all the tribes, and, 
though to n stranger all reindeer 
look exactly alike, av Lapp will 
point out his own tn the herd with 
unfailing fcn9Wledge.

Rmdbitd Got lit Name 
From Church Dignitary 
At flnt thought It Is difllcult to 
We the relationship between the 
common redhird, or cardinal, and 
ilie hinges of the ffont door. 
The 
explanation Is simple enough, how­ 
ever, when the words are tracéd to 
their source. <Flie redblrd was orig­ 
inally called a cardinal because his 
plumage bore th ^ coloring of the 
bat and cassock of a cardinal of 
tie Roman Cdthollc church. 
The 
use of the word “cardinal,” as de­ 
noting a dignitary of the church, 
came about through the poetic 
.fancy of an early pope, who spoke 
of the cardinals as “the hinges by 
which all things moved" In connec­ 
tion with church government. In 
the Latin language, “cardo, cardln- 
Is," Is the equivalent df the Eng­ 
lish “hinge." 
For this reason the 
dighltary was called a cardinal, as 
signifying his function as one of 
the “hinges" of the church. From 
this early usage "cardinal" came to 
be applied to anything of prime Im­ 
portance, Including the cardinal 
numbers, the cardinal points of the 
compass and the cardinal virtues. 
The use of the word as applying to 
a fi)Ior came about from the fact 
that the cotOr was the striking fea­ 
ture of the drees of a cardinal. This 
explains the use of the word In 
niunlng the redhird.
